We prim Herewith some extract* 
from an Interest ins address delivered 
before the Rostou Life Underwriters' 
Association by Arthur K. Childs, of 
lîoston. a graduate of Science '88. That 
Mr. Childs has uot a hi^h opinion of 
ihe doctrines commonly described as 
Socialistic may he gatturcd from the 
fol low ins paragraphs: 

"Socialism in all its various activi- 
ties Is theoretically based upon « 
high-sounding b>it untenable doc- 
trine, t hat liberty and equality he 
administered to a nation, 'to the 
en.l that all shall be »qr.al in brains, 
all shall be equal in physical health 
and well being, and that all shall 
share equally in the wealth of the na- 
tion. No noiice'i? to he taken of the 
differences in quality of gray matter, 
all differences in human enrte.avoui 
are to be levelled, and. in fact, n theo- 
retical uniformity is 10 be produced In 
the individual to the end that all shall 
he equally happy. 

The doctrine of socialism Is rtol 
only psychologically btil biologically 
absurd. The Socialists would abolish 
the 'natural and usual relation be- 
tween merit and reward; between 
earning power and iis fail and proper 
return. Having long studied Social- 
ism, I am led to the unshakable belief 
that its doctrines In the ultimate 
would destroy the sacredncss of the 
family unit, as well as destroy Indiv- 
idualism, around which revolves our 
entire r.oclal structure, and upon 
which the development of this great 
nation has been built. 

Socialism would abolish the two vi- 
tal principles by which alone the vig- 
or of a race can be maintained. The 
nation It would establish or control 
would pass into a miserable decay on 
account of the large and untimely In- 
crease of those unfit for business life; 
or, as an alternative, it would be over- 
run by the strong nations which 
would not follow the foolish Socialis- 
tic policy of fostering the worst at 
the eapense of the best. The ter- 
rifying effects of the Bolshevlkl and 
tbelr methods to Russia should serve 
as a terrible warning to us against 
allowing Socialistic doctrines, through 
their plausibility, to take possession 
of our thoughts."

Christmas Vacation Dates front 
To-day— Many Students. 
Leaving Town. 

Lectures end in all of the faculties 
to-day for the Christmas vacation. In 
spite of the fact that the Influenza 
epidemic made a very considerable 
inroad upon the first term there will 
bo no shortening of the mid-term holi- 
day as might under, the circumstances 
possibly be expected. The decision 
of the authorities arrived at in No- 
vember was rather that the session 
should be extended' Into May than that 
any encroachment should be made 
upon the Christmas vacation. In ac- 
cordance with this decision, therefore, 
there is no difference In the length 
of the holiday granted this year and 
that of former seasons. Lectures 
will recommence on January 2nd, 
thus allowing ten full days for enjoy- 
ment of the seasonal festivities. 

The work of the term thus far has 
been of necessity incomplete, and it 
will require considerable concentra- 
tion in the portion of the term re- 
maining after Christmas in order that 
the necessary ground may be covered 
prior to the mid-term examinations, 
which will be held early in February. 

Notices posted in various places an- 
nounce the fact that the University 
Library will be closed from 5.00 p.m. 
to-day until Thursday next, after 
which date the building will be open 
during certain hours, which are 
posted at the attendant's desk.

(Continued from Page 1.) j 
got their incentive from a man nam- 
ed Trotsky. Trotsky «as a Russian 
who came over to this country many 
years ago and learned our language. 
Then he discovered that he had a 
fine voice and became a good talker. 
He spent about four years on the 
East Side of ','ew York City aa a soap- 
box orator. He stood on the comers; 
stood on the soap-box and harangued 
the crowds. During this time Trotsky 
learned the tricks of mass psychology. 
He knew how to sway the crowds by 
exciting their passions and their pre- 
judices and appealing to class hatred 
which Is :o easily stirred up and aa 
difficult to put down. Trotsky, after 
to got his education in the freedom 
or the East Side of New York City, 
agitated against the government of 
New York State without interference 
by the police. Of course to-day, If he 
did it, he would be locked up. but a> 
that time we were uncoaar^aua in this 
country that the leaven cf radical So- 
cialism which was being carefully dis- 
tributed throughout our country, was 
the same leaven which the German 
autocracy distributed throughout Rus- 
sia, using Trotsky and Leniae as their 
agents, in order that they might pro- 
duce chaos and then go in and take 
possession of the resources of that 
nation." 

In dealing with the war measures 
passed through Congress, which had 
been attacked by Socialists as auto- 
cratic. Mr. Childs pointed out in the 
following words that in the future 
these seemingly dangerous powers 
given to the Government must be ap- 
plied to the good of the people. 

"We have seen the Government take 
over, as emergency measures to aid 
us in winning the war, the control and 
operation of the railroads of the coun- 
try, as well aa the telephone and tele- 
graph systems. The ship-building In- 
dustry has also become a Government 
function, and an imperative war meas- 
ures the manufacture and ultimate 
distribution of iron, steel, copper, 
and other metallic products have been 



destructive at our democracy and 
against the spirit of the nation which 
has from the time of Washington been 
Jealous m Its protection of individ- 
ual rights against new and unseason- 
ed Governments of their own tnstal-

"Let call to your mind a curi- 
ous but nevertheless fundamental 
truth that there ia a common bond 
between Prussian autocracy and So- 
cialism. This may seam strange at a 
fret glance, but it is a fact that 
Socialists of all nationalities ia all of 
their written propaganda recognize 
and require a centralized power con- 
trolling the life of every clttaan. The 
mmon ground on which Prussian 
autocracy and Sactnlimn stand there- 
fore la a centralised go manual In 
the former the distribution of rawnrds 
is made by the hereditary reigning 
families, and in the latter by despots 
of a centralisai government elected 
by the people.

"As aa ladlvidual I am not ia fav- 
our of bombarding Senators and Co 
gresesnan iwfth telegrams and letters 
pretesting against Socialistic deve! 
opsn sate. I am is favour of a broad 
and liberal education of the puhlse on 
theae matters, and I hope to see in 
due tlms, and at the right moment, a 
programme of education undertaken 
through the press, looking to the pre- 
servation of the spirit of individual 
liberty. I am not In favour of hav- 
ing iasurance singled out as a target 
because In very truth, insurance is 
only one af the many farms of busi 
aess over which the Socialists will 
endeavour to throw a dragnet of can 
trallcad control. We must stand 
shoulder to shoulder with the man

"Russian language, while Slavic, and 
at such Indo-European, is at the same 
time the transition speech between 
the Indo-European and Urelo-Altalc 
groups." 

"As late as the Twelfth Century the 
peoples of the basin of the Volga 
spoke purely Tartar dialects. The wide 
aad open steppes of Siberia extend- 
lag without break into Eastern Europe 
peu red the overflow of their popula- 
tions Into the valleys of the Russian 
rivers Which flow into the Black Sea. 
The great Russian cities, of the bord- 
erland between Europe and Asia' were 
either founded or Slavtclzed after the 
Eleventh Century," Leon Dotninian 
writes in "The Frontiers of Language 
aad Nationality In Europe." "About 
that time the Slavic dialecte of the 
Vistula and the Dnieper began to 
blend with the Asiatic languages of 
the Oka, Kllasma and Volga valleys. 
Modern Russian, a mixture of Slavic 
and Tartar or Mongolian words, was 
born of the blending. In a broader 
sense it is the expression of the union 
of Europe and Asia to create a Rus- 
sian nation, for Russia is the product 
of the ancient Russ or Ruthenian prin- 
cipalities and the old Muscovite states. 
The former were Slav and lay in 
Europe. The latter were Tartar and 
belonged physically to Asia. As a 
nation the Russia of our time sprang 
into existence at the end of the Sev- 
enteenth Century. Prior to that pe- 



riod, its western section is known to 
history as the land of Ruts or Ru- 
thenia. Its eastern part was Mus- 
covy. Through the union of the east- 
ern and western sections the Russian 
Empire of modern times came Into be- 
ing. No liters*; monuments antedate 
the birth of Its nationality. 

"In Russia the Slav who Is free from 
Asiatic contamination is rarely met 
east of the thirty-fifth meridian. A 
line from Lake Ladoga to Laltc Tlracn 
and along this meridian to the mouth 
of the Dnieper forms the divide be- 
tween the Russisns of Europe and of 
Asia. The parting of the waters be- 
longing respectively to the Don and 
Dnieper is. from a racial standpoint, 
the boundary between the two groups, 
the Tartar words of the Russian Ian- 
east of that frontier. The Oriental 
customs which permeate Russian life, 
the Tartan words of the Russian lan- 
guage, all begin to assume intensity
